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INDIAN  WHEAT  AC3EAGE  CUT 

A  reduction  of  3  per  cent  in  the  f  irst  .e  stoma te  of  the  I926 
Indian  wheat  acreage  as  compared  with  the  final  estimate  for  I325 
is  reported  from  the  Indian  Bureau  of  Statistics.     The  wheat  acreage 
is  placed  at  29,151,000  acres  against  31,773,000  acres  the  final 
estimate  for  1923-     The  first  estimate  of  acreage  refers  to  about 
9o  per  cent  of  the  total  wheat  acreage  and  therefore  includes  prac- 
tically all  the  important  wheat  growing -areas ' of  India.    A  short 
monsoon  last  autumn  left  the  moisture  supply  inadequate,  and  reports 
to  date  indicate  that  the  situation  has  not  been  wholly  relieved  by 
winter  rains.     The  outlook  at  the.  pre  sent  -time  indicates  a  crop  no 
larger  than  the  low  crop  of  last  year  and  .probably  not  so  large.

Weather  conditions  favored  the  Argentine  corn  crop  during  the  week 
ended  February  1,  according  to  cabled  information  received  by  the  United-  State., 
weather  Bureau.    Warm  neather  and  ncstly  moderate  and  well  distributed  rainfall 
has  been  the  characteristic  of  the  weather  in  the  corn  section  of  Argentina 
since  the  beginning  cf  December.    The  average  temoerature  of  this  -period  has 
oeen  two  degrees  above  norma?,  with  a  total  precipitation  during  the  two  months 
of  8  inches  which  is  about  .6. inches  above  normal.

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COTTON 

^n  Egypt  reports  from  private  sources  state  that  plowing  in  preparation 
for  the  next  crop  is  progressing  rapidly,  especially  in  Upper  Egypt.    Owing  to 
scanty  rainfall,  yield  in  the  Punjab  (India)  is  generally  below  normal,  accord- 
ing to  a  cablegram  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture. 

Picking  in  the  northern  section  of  Porto  Rico  was  finished  in  December, 
the  total  production  being  1,930  bales,  according  to  the  Assistant  Director 
of  Agriculture.    This  amount  is  a  little  less  than  twice  the  exports  of  lint 
last  year.  ,  pry  weather  last  spring  interf erred  seriously  with  planting 
operations..    Damage  by  the  pink  boll  worm  was  not  serious  this  year.  Cotton 
growing  was  tried  for  the  first  time. in  Bayamon  and  Corner io  end  was  highly 
successful . 

Rains  in  Venezuela  are  reported  to  ha"e  wrought  havoc  on  the  cotton 
plantations  in  the  interior  and  the  crop  is  exnected  to  be  much  smaller -than 
last  year,  according  to  private  sources.     In  Salvador  reports  continue  to  be 
unfavorable.     Consul  MacCafferty  states  that  the  damage  by  the  boll  weevil 
and  other  insects  has  been  very  serious:  and  the  crou  may  be  considered  a 
failure.    Private  reports  state  that  rains  the  last  of  November  did  considerable 
damage  and  acreage  may  be  much  less  next  year.     In  Paraguay  damage  by  locusts 
this  year  was  much  less  than  in  19?-!-,  states  Minister  Kreeck  at  Asuncion.  The 
yield  per  acre  is  expected  to  be  "better  than  last  year  and  may  reach  the  high 
yield  of  1923.  "  ■

Sisal  Hemp  Cultivation  in  Ceylon 

Experiments  in  Ceylon  by  the  Indian  Department  of  Agriculture 
show  that  the  cultivation  of.  sisal  henp  can  be  carried  out  successfully 
in  the  dry  zone  of  the  country,  according  to  Vice  Consul  Turner  at 
Colombo.    The  chief  obstacle  is  the  difficulty  of  financing,  since  sisal 
will  not  yield  a  return  for  at  least  three  years,  and  it  would  re-pla.ce 
food  crops  to  some  extent.     It  has  been  found  that  the  average  number  of 
leaves  harvested  per  plant  was  UU,  each  leaf  averaging  in  weight  l.U 
pounds,  and  that  the  weight  of  the  fibre  extracted  from  each  leaf  was 
2.6  per  cent  of  the  total  weight.    The  crop  comes  into  bearing  during 
the  fourth  year.    Polling  begins  during  the  fifth  year  and  is  fairly 
general  during  the  sixth  year.

LOWER  PRICES  II  URUGUAY:    With  prices  relatively  high  at  the  start 
in  October,  the  cattle  market  in  Uruguay  struck  a  snag  in  the  lower  prices 
offered  for  prime  fat  cattle.,  and  killings  to  December  17  of  the  present 
season  which  lasts  until  July  were  10,000  head  or  about  10  per  cent  below 
last  year's  figures,  states  Consul  U.  Grant  Smith,  at  Montevideo.    An  in- 
creasing number  of  sheep  and  lambs  have  been  coming  to  market  lately  and 
the  packing  houses  are  brisk  buyers.

?n  increase  of  only  0.^+  per  cent  over  the  preliminary  figure  for  1^2k  and  a 
decrease  of  1  per  cent  under  the  number  actually  tailed  in  that  year.  A 
larger  number  was  expected  since  breeding  ewes  for  the  I925  season  showed 
an  increase  of  5  Per  cent  over  1924.    The  percentage  of  lambing  for  the 
season  just  ended  was  only  82,  compared  with  oS  for  the  preceding  year  and 
an  average  of  37  for  the  four  years  1921-2!+. ••'  A  cold  wet  spring  is  thought 
to  be  responsible  for  the  lower  percentage.,.

LARGE  I925  WOOL  CLIP  IN  URUGUAY:    A  bumper  wool  clip  for  1925  in 
Uruguay  is  reported  by  Consul  U.  Grant  Smith  under  date  of  December  17. 
It  is  stated  that- the  total  clip  may'  reach  125,000 , COO  pounds  against  the 
earlier  estimates  of  110,000,000  pounds.     The  local  store  houses  are  be- 
ginning to  fill  up  with  consignments  from  the  country  and  the  liquidation 
of  the  clip  is  proceeding  slowly.

Danish  has  shown  good 
movement  around  US  to  4o.  5  cents.    Argentine  and  Siberian  butters  move  slowly 
in  competition  with  domestic  medium  and  lower  grades.     See  page  171. 
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SLUI/IP  IN  BRITISH  APPLE  LARKST:  There  was  a  decided  slump  in  the 
demand  for  American  boxed  apples  during  the  past  week,  according  to  prices 
on  the  Liverpool  auction  of  February  -3,  cabled  by  Lr.  Edwin  Smith,'  the 
Department's  fruit  specialist  in  Europe.     The  great  amount  of  adversed 
publicity  given  to'  the  presence  of  arsenic  spray  residue  on  some  shipments 
of  American  fruit  has'  hurt  the  price  for  all  boxed  stock.     The  demand  for 
barreled  stock  was  moderate  for  most- varieties,  although  Yorks  moved 
freely.    Baldwins,  however,  were  in  slow  demand.     Frices  for  boxed  varietie 
were  generally  lower,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  only  light  to  moderate 
supplies  were  available.     Yellow  New towns  from  Oregon  realized  better 
returns  than  other  boxed  varieties,  but  these  were  also  in  slower  demand 
than  the  previous-week.     Supplies  of  barreled  varieties  were  moderate  to 
liberal,  but  more  Albermarle  Pippins  could  have  been  sold.     See  page  170. 

AUSTRALASIAN  1926  APPLE  SHIPi/EHTS:     The  quantity  of  apples  to  be 
available  for.  expor ta tion  to  the  United  Kingdom  from  Australia,  and  Hew 
Zealand  this,  year  will  amount  to  about  3,060,000  cases  as  compared  with 
actual  shipments  to  that  market  last  year  of  only  ^,350,000  cases,  accord- 
ing to  a  cable  received  from  Lr.  Edwin  Smith,   the  Department's  fruit 
specialist  in  Europe.     Of  the  1926  shipments,  Tasmania  will  supply 
1,552,000  cases,  Victoria  632,000.  cases,  South  Australia  270,000  cases, 
Western  Australia  296,000  cases  -and  Few  Zealand  310,000  cases. 

ENGLISH  HO?  AREAS  LAY  BE-  RESTRICTED:  Hop  growers  in  England  have 
been  advised  to  restrict  their  output  in  1926-  because  of  the  probable 
surplus  from  last  year's  crop  and  the  still  unsold  carryover  from  the 
previous  crop  year,  according  to  "  The  Times11  of  January  18,  1926,  quoting 
Lr,  u.   Colthrop,  Vice  Chairman- of.  the  English  Hop  Growers  Limited.  l£r. 
Colthrop  stated  that  a  satisfactory  trade  was  being  done  with  the  1925 
crop,  but  it  was  a  large  -growth  following  an  abnormal  one.     These  circuit- 
stances,   combined  with  a  slightly . reduced  'consumption  of  beer,  would  cause 
a  portion  of  the  crop  to  be  carried  over  to  the  harvest  of  1926,  and  un- 
less the  climatic  conditions  during  the  coming  summer  were  abnormally 
adverse,  hop  growers  would  find  themselves  in  an  .unfortunate  position. 

SHORT  ONION  CROP  IN  EGYPT: .  .  The' 1925-26  onion  crop  of  Egypt  will 
probably  be  20  per  cent  below  last  year's  crop  of  10,052,000  bushels, 
but  the  quality  is  reported  ■  to  be  better,  according  to  a  cable  from 
Consul  Raymond  H.  Geist  at  Alexandria.     The  crop  is  said  to  be  about 
two  weeks  late.  •   ■  . 
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-LARGER  SPANISH  OBION  SHI  FIX  17  TS :'    Fairly  large  .shipments  of 
onions  from  Valencia  to  the  United  States  are  again  reported  during 
the  last  half  of  January,  according  to  cabled  advice  received  in  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  from  Consul  C-   5.  Edwards  at  Valencia.  Ship- 
ments to  the  United  States  daring  the  period  January  14  to  January 
30  totaled  74,948  crates  and  13,324  cases  of  which  43,484  crates  and 
10,32^  cases  moved  during  the  week  ending  January  30.     The  shipments 
during  the  latter  week  are  due  to  arrive  in  New  York  around  February 
8th.     Tne-  Consul  reports  that  the  Valencia  market  Is  somewhat  steadier.

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3EB  1525  BRITISH  TR^IE  IN  FATS  iHD  OILS 

The  United  states  share  in  the  British  trade,  in  fats  and  oils  during 
1925,  on  the  whole,  was  slightly  smaller  than  in  '1924  although,  the  total  net 
supply  of  animal  and  vegetable  oils  and  fats  retained' for  consumption  in  the 
United  Kingdom  during  1925 1  amounted  to  1,202,196  short  tons  as  compared  wi  th 
1,151,38!  short  tons  during  1 92b- ?  .according  to  the  official  statistics  0f  the 
British  Board  of  Trade.      The  latter  figures  include  "better,,  lard  and.  margarine 
as  well  as  all  other  oils,  fats  and  oilseeds,  the  latter  converted  into  their  0 
equivalent.     The  principal  agricultural  items  in  this  trade  of  interest  to 
American  producers,  either  directly  or  indirectly',  are  lard,  cottonseed  oil, 
"outter,  linseed  oil  and  oleo  oil. 

Lard  Imports  Decline 

Lard'  is  by  far  .  the  most  important  item  in  our  export  trade  in  fats  and 
oils  and  the  United  Kingdom  is  one  of  cur  most  important .foreign  markets. 
British  net  imports  of  lard  during  1925  amounted  to  255,207,000  pounds  as 
compared  with  about  270,994,000  pounds  during  1921'-.    *  reduction  of  21,607,000 
pounds  in  imports  from  the  United  States,  which  usually  supplies  about  SO  per 
cent  of  the  total,  accounted  for  the  deficit.     The  high  prices  prevailing  for 
American  lard  during.  1925  materially  diminished  the  consumption  of  lard  in  the 
United  Kingdom. -   with  the  present  indications  that. there  will  be  no  material 
increase,  in  hog  production  in.  the  United  States  before  next  fall,  lard  prices 
seem  likely  to  remain  relatively  high.     In  view. of  this  fact  the  outlook  for 
increased  lard  imports' from  the  United  States  by  the  United  Kingdom  during  the 
current  year  is  not  particularly  favorable.    Lower  prices  for  butter  and  some 
competitive  oils  may  also  tend  to  reduce  the  demand  for  lard  during  .1926. 

Increase  in  Cottonseed  Oil  Imports 

Net  imports  of  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  oil  into  the  United  Kingdom 
during  1925  amounted  to  the  equivalent  of  1,157,594,000  pounds  01  seed  as 
against  1., 047, 2b2,000  pounds  during  1924.-     This  was  equivalent  to  202,357,000 
pounds  of  cottonseed  oil  for  1525  as  compared  with  only  13S ,507,000  pounds  for 
1924.     There  Was  a  considerable  reduction  in  imports  of  cottonseed  oil  but  this 
decline  was  more  than  offset  by  a  large  increase  in  imports  of  cottonseed  from 
India  and  by  smaller  reexports  of  refined  cottonseed  oil  to  the  continent. 
Egypt,  India  and  3razil  usually  furnish  most  01  the  cottonseed  imported  into 
the  United  Kingdom  and  the  Netherlands-  most  of  the  cottonseed  oil.  The 
quantities  supplied  by  the  United  States  are  negligible. 

Increase  in  Supplies  of  Foreign  Butter . 

Butter  imports  were  well  maintained  during  1995  ^r.d  although  reexports 
were  larger  than  in  159U  the  net  imports  for  the  year  amounted  to  6l4,4l3»000 
pounds  as  compared  with  570,761,000  pounds  during  1924.     Smaller  imports  from 
Denmark  as  well  as  from  a  number  of  countries  of  minor  importance  were  more 
than  offset  by  larger  imports  from  Australia  and  Few  Zealand, 
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TEE  1925  BRITISH  TRADE  IN  FATS  OILS,  CONT'D. 

Net  imports  of  margarine  totaled  11+3,000,000  pounds  as?  against  I50,000,n00 
pounds  the  year  "before.    About  35  per  cent  of  the  British  importation  of 
margarine  is  supplied  by  the  Netherlands. 

British  imports  of  American  oleo  oil,  while  not  separately  stated, 
were  somewhat  larger  than  in  192U.    United  States  expert  figures  show, 
exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  of  about  17  million  pounds  as  compared  with 
10^  million  in  13?]4. 

Shift  in  Flaxseed  and  Linseed  Qil  Trade 

British  net  imports  of  flaxseed,  including  linseed  oil  converted  to 
its  flaxseed  equivalent,  during  1925  amounted  to  the  equivalent  of 
approximately  12,UUS,000  bushels  of  seed  as  compared  with  about  1]4, 0H3,  000 
bushels  during  192U.    An  interesting  shift  in  the  trade  during  the  year  is 
indicated  by  a  large  increase  in  the  imports  of  linseed  oil  and  decrease  in 
the  imports  of  flaxseed.     While  the  United  States  does  not  participate  in 
the  flaxseed  and  oil  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  the  British  situation  is 
of  interest  because  of  our  competition  with  the  United  Kingdom  for  the 
Argentine  crop. 

Actual  gross  imports  of  flaxseed  into  the  United  Kingdom  during  1925 
amounted  to  13,600,000  bushels  as  against  17,800,000  bushels  the  year  before. 
This  decrease,  was  the  result  of  smaller  imports  from  the  argentine  from 
which  only  about  6,000,000  bushels  were  imported  as  against  almost  12,000,000 
bushels  the  year  before.     The  192U-25  flaxseed  crop  in  the  Argentine  amounted 
to  only  U5 ,000,000  bushels  as  against  53,000,000  bushels  in  the  previous 
season.     Increases  in  imports  from  British  India  and  Russia,  however, 
materially  offset  the  lower  supplies  from  Argentina.    VThile  flaxseed  imports 
dropped  off  by  U, 200,000  bushels  imports  of  linseed  oil  increased  by  more 
than  32,500,000  pounds  or  the  equivalent  of  approximately  2,000,000  bushels 
of  seed.    Most  of  this  oil  came  from  the  Netherlands.     The  e.ctual  net  deficit 
in  terms  of  flaxseed,  therefore,  amounted  to  about  2,000,000  bushels.  with 
a  l925-96  linseed  crop  in  Argentina  of  75.000,000  bushels  and  the  probability 
of  an  average  crop  in  India,  ample  supplies  of  linseed  will  be  available 
during  the  current  year.    Furthermore,  the  possibilities  of  larger  Russian 
supplies  must  not  be  overlooked. 

Ta.ble  1  following  gives  the  British  trade  in  cottonseed  and  cotton- 
seed oil  and  in  flaxseed  and  linseed  cil  converted  tc  seed  equivalents  for 
192U  and  1925.     Table  II  summarizes  the  total  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  in 
fats  and  oils  for  these  two  years:

The  geographical  features  of  Canada,  with  its  large  territory 
and  long  distances  "between  important  food  producing  districts  and 
centers  of  densest  population  make  cold  storage 'an  important  problem 
says  Mr.  J.  A.  Huddick,  the  Dairy  and  Cold  Storage  Commissioner  of 
Canada.     There  are  now  in  Canada  nearly  UOO  cold  storage  warehouses 
providing. a  total  refrigerated  space  of  jo ,000  4  000  cubic  feet  in  which 
a  year' s  supply  of  many  food  products  are  stored. 

The  two  "big  railway  systems,  the  Canadian  Pacific  and  the 
Canadian  Rational,  have  in  service  6,722  refrigerator  cars,  with  an 
average  capacity  of  60**000  pounds  each.
